Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and the Examiner discussed the Examiner's suggestion to 
amend claims 1 & 6 to include "a processor" - thereby eliminating the possibility that the claim may not meet the 
requirements under §101 . It was also suggested that if applicant were to provide a persuasive argument to claims 1 
and 6 and why those claims meet the requirements of §101 , those arguments may be persuasive. Claim 13 was 
discussed in that the specification does not discuss a computer readable medium as being a carrier wave, signal or 
other non-tangible medium and therefore one of ordinary skill understands the computer readable medium to be 
tangible. Regarding claims 11-12 & 14-20, as stated in the previous office action and herein discussed, the claims 
contain language involving encoding/decoding and encrypting/decrypting and it is unclear if they are meant to be 
different as the specification does not differentiate them. If applicant amends the claims to include only recitation of, for 
example, encryption and decryption (and other variation of the roots encrypt/decrypt), this ambiguity will be removed. 
Regarding claim 21, the Examiner believes the prior art of record reads on the claim, as stated in the previous office 
action. Further, the claim still does not meet the requirements of §101 in that the claim recites a signal that is not 
tangibly embodied and is a non-functional data structure, and therefore the Examiner has no suggestions to put the 
claim in clear condition for allowance. . 
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
